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for  the  Blind 
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‘‘Doing  More  With  Less*' 

More  than  just  a conference  theme  — "Doing  More  With  Less"  was  a way  of  life  in  1982. 

Budget  cuts,  elimination  of  services,  threatened  lay-offs  — these  were  some  of  the 
issues  of  overriding  concern  to  nearly  everyone  involved  in  the  field  of  services  to 
blind  and  visually  impaired  people. 

For  AAWB,  the  year  began  with  serious  financial  concerns  and  gloomy  projections  about 
falling  membership  statistics  and  decreased  conference  attendance.  The  long  road  to 
consolidation  with  the  Association  for  Education  of  the  Visually  Handicapped  was  rocky 
at  times,  especially  as  both  organizations  felt  the  pressure  of  austerity  budgets. 

But  the  leaders  of  AAWB  and  AEVH  met  these  challenges;  the  dire  predictions  proved  to  be 
false  as  AAWB  membership  statistics  remained  steady  and  1982  conference  attendance  nearly 
equalled  the  previous  year's  totals.  Adherence  to  the  austerity  budget  resulted  in  a 
year  which  ended  "in  the  black,"  with  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expenses. 

But  finances  were  only  a small  part  of  the  hard-won  victories  in  1982.  Perhaps  most 
significant  was  the  progress  - tangible,  demonstrable  progress  - made  toward  the  consoli- 
dation of  AAWB  and  AEVH.  Both  associations  passed  resolutions  at  their  1982  conferences 
calling  for  merger  into  a unified  organization  no  later  than  July,  1984.  The  Alliance 
Joint  Management  Committee  (composed  of  officers  of  AAWB  and  AEVH)  heeded  these  calls 
from  the  membership  and  went  into  action.  News  and  Views  and  Fountainhead,  the  two 
newsletters,  were  replaced  by  Alliance  News.  Committees  were  appointed  to  begin  the 
difficult  work  of  designing  the  organization  and  structure  of  the  new  association;  drafting 
new  by-laws;  reviewing  and  consolidating  certification  standards  and  procedures.  The 
Central  Offices,  which  had  shared  the  same  address  for  a year,  were  consolidated  and 
structured  to  provide  for  a unified  staff  to  serve  both  associations  through  the 
transition  period. 

And  so,  1982  ended  in  an  atmosphere  of  hope.  While  rightfully  proud  of  the  progress  made 
thus  far,  the  officers  and  directors  of  both  associations  are  fully  aware  of  the  difficult 
tasks  which  lie  ahead  as  we  move  toward  consolidation  and  the  challenge  of  building  a 

One  of  the  decisions  made  when  the  austerity  budget  was 
adopted  in  1982,  was  the  elimination  of  Proceedings.  In 
its  place,  the  AAWB  Executive  Committee  decided  to  publish 
our  first  Annual  Report.  We  have  tried  to  retain  the  best 
elements  of  Proceedings  while  providing  you  with  important 
information  in  an  abbreviated  format.  This,  too,  is  part 
of  "Doing  More  With  Less!"

Any  discussion  of  1982  as  it  relates  to  AAWB  or  AEVH  must  recognize  the  role  played  by 
the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind.  Financial  solvency  for  both  associations  was 
possible,  in  large  part,  because  of  the  support  from  AFB.  The  Foundation's  Board  of 
Trustees  made  a commitment  to  promote  the  Alliance  between  AAWB  and  AEVH.  That  commit- 
ment, a three  year  grant  of  $450,000,  allowed  us  to  move  forward.  Year  one  provided 
the  money  for  an  in-house  computer  system  to  improve  membership  services  and  helped 
fund  the  Alliance  News.  The  continued  support  of  AFB  through  the  second  and  third 
years  of  the  grant  will  allow  us  to  focus  our  energies  and  talents  on  building  a new 
association  which  will  better  serve  our  combined  membership  as  well  as  the  entire  field.

Annual  Business  Meeting  Highlights 


AAWB's  Treasurer,  Eileen  Hancock  gave  her  report,  noting  that  expenses  were  running  well 
below  what  had  been  projected  for  the  first  six  months. 

The  History  and  Memorial  Committee's  report  was  given  by  George  Roger  in  behalf  of 
Chairman  Warren  Bledsoe.  Special  tribute  was  paid  to  three  venerable  figures  in  the 
field  who  had  died  in  1982:  Dr.  Francis  M.  Andrews,  formerly  of  the  Maryland  School 
for  the  Blind;  Mr.  H.A.  Wood  of  North  Carolina;  and  Lloyd  C.  Widerburg  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Blind  Rehabilitation,  Western  Michigan  University. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  report  was  given  by  Chairman  Carter  Hamlett  of  Virginia.  Six 
resolutions  were  presented  by  the  Committee  and  approved  by  the  members.  Topics: 
support  of  separate  residential  schools  for  the  blind  and  the  deaf;  opposition  to 
H.R.  6529,  the  Goldwater  Bill;  support  of  improvements  in  the  Javits-Wagner-O'Day  program; 
opposition  to  commercialization  of  the  SCA  of  main  channel  FM  public  broadcasting  stations 
at  67  kHz;  support  of  merger  between  AAWB  and  AEVH;  support  of  accreditation  and  NAC. 

Resolutions  from  the  floor  called  for  support  of  mall  balloting  for  future  elections 
and  payed  tribute  to  Myrtle  Garris  of  North  Carolina.  A full  set  of  resolutions  was 
mailed  to  all  AAWB  members  in  August,  1982.  Additional  copies  are  available  from  Central  Office. 

Membership  report  was  given  by  Chairperson  Julia  Richardson  with  totals  as  of  July  15,  1982 
indicating  ;that  membership  was  holding  steady  at  1981  levels.  New  York  was  the  largest 
chapter  with  251;  Pennsylvania-Delaware  had  220;  Oklahoma  had  200  and  Alabama  reported  198. 


Preliminary  conference  attendance  figures  were  close  to  500.

'‘Doing  More  With  Less  ' 


More  than  just  a conference  theme  — "Doing  More  With  Less"  was  a way  of  life  in  1982. 
Budget  cuts,  elimination  of  services,  threatened  lay-offs  — these  were  some  of  the 
issues  of  overriding  concern  to  nearly  everyone  involved  in  the  field  of  services  to 
blind  and  visually  impaired  people. 

For  AAWB,  the  year  began  with  serious  financial  concerns  and  gloomy  projections  about 
falling  membership  statistics  and  decreased  conference  attendance.  The  long  road  to 
consolidation  with  the  Association  for  Education  of  the  Visually  Handicapped  was  rocky 
at  times,  especially  as  both  organizations  felt  the  pressure  of  austerity  budgets. 

But  the  leaders  of  AAWB  and  AEVH  met  these  challenges;  the  dire  predictions  proved  to  be 
false  as  AAWB  membership  statistics  remained  steady  and  1982  conference  attendance  nearly 
equalled  the  previous  year's  totals.  Adherence  to  the  austerity  budget  resulted  in  a 
year  which  ended  "in  the  black,"  with  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expenses. 


But  finances  were  only  a small  part  of  the  hard-won  victories  in  1982.  Perhaps  most 
significant  was  the  progress  - tangible,  demonstrable  progress  - made  toward  the  consoli- 
dation of  AAWB  and  AEVH.  Both  associations  passed  resolutions  at  their  1982  conferences 
calling  for  merger  into  a unified  organization  no  later  than  July,  1984.  The  Alliance 
Joint  Management  Committee  (composed  of  officers  of  AAWB  and  AEVH)  heeded  these  calls 
from  the  membership  and  went  into  action.  News  and  Views  and  Fountainhead,  the  two 
newsletters,  were  replaced  by  Alliance  News.  Committees  were  appointed  to  begin  the 
difficult  work  of  designing  the  organization  and  structure  of  the  new  association;  drafting 
new  by-laws;  reviewing  and  consolidating  certification  standards  and  procedures.  The 
Central  Offices,  which  had  shared  the  same  address  for  a year,  were  consolidated  and 
re-structured  to  provide  for  a unified  staff  to  serve  both  associations  through  the 
transition  period. 


And  so,  1982  ended  in  an  atmosphere  of  hope.  While  rightfully  proud  of  the  progress  made 
thus  far,  the  officers  and  directors  of  both  associations  are  fully  aware  of  the  difficult 
tasks  which  lie  ahead  as  we  move  toward  consolidation  and  the  challenge  of  building  a 
new  association.

Any  discussion  of  1982  as  it  relates  to  AAWB  or  AEVH  must  recognize  the  role  played  by 
the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind.  Financial  solvency  for  both  associations  was 
possible,  in  large  part,  because  of  the  support  from  AFB.  The  Foundation's  Board  of 
Trustees  made  a commitment  to  promote  the  Alliance  between  AAWB  and  AEVH.  That  commit- 
ment, a three  year  grant  of  $450,000,  allowed  us  to  move  forward.  Year  one  provided 
the  money  for  an  in-house  computer  system  to  improve  membership  services  and  helped 
fund  the  Alliance  News.  The  continued  support  of  AFB  through  the  second  and  third 
years  of  the  grant  will  allow  us  to  focus  our  energies  and  talents  on  building  a new 
association  which  will  better  serve  our  combined  membership  as  well  as  the  entire  field.

Annual  Business  Meeting  Highlights 


AAWB's  Treasurer,  Eileen  Hancock  gave  her  report,  noting  that  expenses  were  running  well 
below  what  had  been  projected  for  the  first  six  months. 

The  History  and  Memorial  Committee's  report  was  given  by  George  Koger  in  behalf  of 
Chairman  Warren  Bledsoe,  Special  tribute  was  paid  to  three  venerable  figures  in  the 
field  who  had  died  in  1982:  Dr.  Francis  M.  Andrews,  formerly  of  the  Maryland  School 
for  the  Blind;  Mr.  H.A.  Wood  of  North  Carolina;  and  Lloyd  C.  Wlderburg  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Blind  Rehabilitation,  Western  Michigan  University. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  report  was  given  by  Chairman  Carter  Hamlett  of  Virginia.  Six 
resolutions  were  presented  by  the  Committee  and  approved  by  the  members.  Topics: 
support  of  separate  residential  schools  for  the  blind  and  the  deaf;  opposition  to 
H.R.  6529,  the  Goldwater  Bill;  support  of  improvements  in  the  Javits-Wagner-O'Day  program; 
opposition  to  commercialization  of  the  SCA  of  main  channel  FM  public  broadcasting  stations 
at  67  kHz;  support  of  merger  between  AAWB  and  AEVH;  support  of  accreditation  and  NAC. 

Resolutions  from  the  floor  called  for  support  of  mail  balloting  for  future  elections 
and  payed  tribute  to  Myrtle  Garris  of  North  Carolina.  A full  set  of  resolutions  was 
mailed  to  all  AAWB  members  in  August,  1982.  Additional  copies  are  available  from  Central  Office 


Membership  report  was  given  by  Chairperson  Julia  Richardson  with  totals  as  of  July  15,  1982 
indicating ; that  membership  was  holding  steady  at  1981  levels.  New  York  was  the  largest 
chapter  with  251;  Pennsylvania-Delaware  had  220;  Oklahoma  had  200  and  Alabama  reported  198. 

Preliminary  conference  attendance  figures  were  close  to  500.
